Consideration of the Hepburn Isthmian 
canal bill begnn on Tuesday In tho House 
of Representatives.- Tho debntb was of 
unusual Interest nnd centered largely on 
the new phase of the question duo to the 
alter of the Panama cnmpauy to Bell Its 
property {-o tho United States for ?40,- 
000,000. Mr. Cannon of Illinois and Mr. 
Reeves of- tho same State, one chairman 
of the committee on appropriations anil, 
the other a member of the committee onj 
rivers nnd harbors, asked Mr. nepburn ft 
number of lending questions* Mr. Cannon, 
wanted to know why the choice of n routo 
should not bo- left to tho President In 
view of the changed aspects of tho Pan- 
nma situation. Mr. Hepburn replied that 
tho Panama route was wholly out of .the 
question so far n's Congress was concern- 
ed In the selection of a route for the cnnnl 

On Wednesday the Isthmian cnnnl bill 
was beroro the Bouse for debate. All 
tho principal speakers 1 recognised tlio ad-' 
vantage ot tho Pannnin routo and an- 
nounced themselves ia. favor 3f.it. So 
strong had sentiment grown in favor of 
tho Panama . routo that tho most ad- 
vanced ndvocotes of jts selection were 
talking ot forcing n square Issue between 
It and tho Nicaragua route,. The more 
conservative friends of the Panama routo 
are urging a compromise— not thnt they- 
are uncertain of their own strength, but 
to escape playing directly Into tho hands 
of tho Panama company. Tho debate 
was rather tedious. Several members 
wlio had been among tho thirty who vot- 
ed against the Hepburn bill when it was 
Inst under consideration announced they 
would glva It their support provided an 
amendment Is attached giving the Presi- 
dent power to make a selection, Mr. 
Burton of Ohio, chairman of the commit- 
tee on rivers- and harbors, who voted 
against the bill, reviewed the objections 
by tho minority when It was last hoforo' 
the House, to show that practically all 
had been removed, 

By n vote which was virtually unani- 
mous tho House of Representatives on 
Thursday passed thoTIcpbiirn Nicaragua 
canal bill. But on a test of strength be- 
tween the rival routes Panama mustered 
120 votes against 170 Xor Nicnrngun. 
Only two members of tho House voted 
against tho Hepburn bill on. the question 
of final passage— Mr. Fletcher of Minne- 
sota nnd Mr. Lassitor of Virginia. Mr.. 
Bishop ot Michigan answered "present," 
and Bevernl members from the Northwest 
refrained from voting, among them Page, 
Morris of Dulnth, who actively advocnt- 
' ed the Panama route. Mr, Fletcher has 
several times announced his opposition to 
government construction ot nn isthmian 
canal, believing the work should bo done 
by private enterprise.. Tho vote In favor 
of the bill was 308. The proceedings 
were enlivened by several "passages bo*, 
twecn Mr. Cannon and Mr, Hepburn. 

After nn all-duy debate In the House 
on the Hopkins bill to create n perma- 
nent census bureau tho matter was re- 
committed an Friday to permit the addi- 
tion of n provision placing the present 
employes under civil service so they could 
bo transferred to other departments. The 
fight to recommit was made under the 
leadership of Sir. Burkctt of Nebraska, 
the new member of the appropriations 
committee. What might be termed tho 
first gun in the campaign for the re-es- 
tabllsbiucut of the pneumatic tube ser- 
vice Wns fired when Representative Rob- 
erts of Massachusetts introduced a bill 
providing for the In trod net ion of this 
service lu Chicago, St. Louis, New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Brooklyn. The 
bill proposes nu appropriation of ?&""■">,- 
000, to be divided among the alx ettlea 
as follows: New Vnrk and Brooklvn, 
5120,000; Chicago, $81,000; Boston, $00,- 
000; St. Louis, $50,000; Philadelphia, 
$30,000. A bill was passed -nunuliuoiis- 
ly to' give Mrs. McKliiley the free mailing 
privileges during the remainder of her 
life. Tho House then adjourned until 
Monday, 

The House ot Represent u lives cpont 
Mondny In general discussion of the pen- 
sion appropriation bill. Mr. Grosveaur 
ot Ohio and Mr. Hepburn of Iowa "de- 
nounced n report presented to the last 
G. A; R, encampment criticising tho 
course of themselves and ptlier memhers 
of Congress on the. veteran "preference" 
bill, which was defeated nt'the last ses- 
sion, Mr. Barney of Wisconsin., in charge

ST. LOWS WORLD'S FAIR. 



"By the extraordinary record vote of. 
503 to 2 the House of Itcprcscntatlres 
Thursday afternoon passed the Nicara- 
gua canal hill without any amendment 
except- that "stiggeKtod by the committee, 
Every effort to introduce the Panama 
canal scheme as a factor regarding tran- 
sit through tho Isthmus 'was defeated by 
an overwhelming majority. 

Mrr Cannon of .Illinois, who bos oppos- 
ed the Nicaragua canal bill because hs 
believes the proposition of the Panama 
company should be thoroughly Investigat- 
ed, moved to recommit the Nicaragua bill 
to the committee with Instructions to re- 
port a new measure giving the President 
authority to decide upon the route. 

Mr. Cannon's motion 'wns defeated by 
tho overwhelming vote of 200 to 41. He 
could not even secure enough to have tho 
yeas and nays taken, nnd, In fact, tho 
only record vote wan 'on the final pnsange 
of ' tho bill. On this even Mr, Cannon 
voted In the nfllrnmtivo. 

Party linos were absolutely obliterated 
and the npectnele wns presented of a 
great national undertaking Involving the 
expenditure of more than a hundred mill- 
ion dollars being passed through the 
House with n monotonous choruB of af- 
firmative votes. 

Not even under the stimulus of the war 
excitement did the House throw nwny 
partisanship to such an extent. The two 
votilfl In' the negative were cast by ono 
Republican , and one Democrat, Mr. 
Fletcher of Minnesota and Mr. X,a&slter 
Of Virginia, The House was suspicions 
of all amendments and voted them all 
down with the regularity of clockwork. 
Thevoto on the original proposition for 
tmrPannma canal. waa 1T0 to 102. 

Friends of the Nicaragua canal took 
tho ground early In tho fight that all 
amendments nm.st be considered as hos- 
tile to tho main purpose of tho canal. 
■ It was felt that. If the proposals of tho 
Panama company - should prove to bo 
rande In. good faith .and If satisfactory 
ticnty, arrangements can be "made with 
Colombia, through which tho Panama 
canal would passi, there would be abun- 
dance of time while the bill Is still In 
tho Senate to adapt It to tho purposes of 
the Panamn route if that should bo 
deemed- desirable; There la scarcely any 
doubt that the canal bill will pass the 
Senate, although it la likely that there 
will be considerable delay to permit of 
an examination of the status of tho Pan- 
ama canal project. 

. The Hepburn bill ns pnssed authorizes 
tlm President to. acaulre the accessary 
territory from tho States of Oosta Rica 
nnd Nicaragua through which to build a 
canal sufficient to accommodate ships of 
the greatest tonnage from a point near 
Orcytown on the Caribbean sea via Lake 
Nicaragua to.Brito on the Pacific ocean. 
He la given authority to wo ns much 
money ns may be necessary to secure the 
necessary concessions, When control 
over the territory Iiob been obtained tho 
Secretary of War is directed to construct 
the cnnnl. Tho sum of $10,000,000 js 
npproprlated'to begin tho work, and the 
Secretary ot War Is authorized to enter 
Into contracts for tho completion of tho 
work, tho limit of cost of wbifh Is fixed 
nt ?1 80,000,000.

The" advance sheets of -the Stnto." Audi- j 
tor's annual report on . the building. nnd. 
loan associations of the State. hdvo; been' 
issued, andjhc report, which will be the 
tenth Issued by this department, will fol- 
low within a short time. 

Tho principal -feature of the report Is, 
the marked contrast between thc'Chicago 
associations and those organized outsldo 
that city as regards earning capacity. " 

During the -pnst year, tho- companies 
in Chicago, 301 in number,' bad an aver- 
age en ruing of 0.00. per centiini," while" 
the .average earning of the 345 country 
"associations wns'lO.GS per centum. 

In explanation of this feature of the rcP 
port tho auditor says: 

"Large .expense- accounts, unproductive 
renPcstate holdlngsand losses, on .sales 
and appraisements ^"of tho same, a. com- 
bination fi'bni 'which a number' of Chicago. 
associations 'have suffered, ncoo'unts 
largely for the lower earning rate of the « 
concerns in that city as. compared with 
the exhibit innde by the country. The 
fact remuInB, however, that the net rate 
earned by the gront majority of Chicago 
associations Is a healthy one, ' „: 

"A comparison of the figures-quoted 
above with the Income derived from oth- 
er legitimate and safe Investments leads 
to the conclusion that investments in 
these Institutions is much mure profita- 
ble." 

The report shows tlwt- ?0,127,000.53. , 
was disbursed during the year on account ' 
of new loans, ns against $S,u00,S17.20 In' 
the preceding year, and concerning this ■ 
the auditor siiya:

AMERICA FOR AM ERICANS. 

A Few Revelations of the Census or 
1000. 

It is not long simw- that" many persons 
thought this country was losing its identity 
—that is, it was growing to be a nation of 
foreigners; From the ceusus bF 19Q0,' so 
far. 8 s,oit ported, we learn that the county 
contains. to be exact, 7u,SJ03,!187 inhabi- 
tants,.whichi8 more than any otbercoutitry, 
Russia excoptid.v. Those who imagine that 
the A meirican stock is dying but uiay be 
reassured by the fact that the native whites 
are increasing' raster than the population 
in general. While statistical information 
is always considered dry reading none the 
less it is reliable, useful and important in 
arriving at conclusions, it is important to 
know whether our population is homogen- 
ous, or whether it is splitting up into dis- 
cordant nationalities ■ like other govern- 
ments of both the old as .well as the 
new worl d. The i ncreiue of nati ve wjii tes 
between 1890 and 1000 being, 23.03 per 
cent against 21 per cent for the total popu- 
lation. 17.8 for. colored. 1*2 4 for tho for- 
eign born, which gives you a fair compara- 
tive figures for reflection. 

In com pairing the censuses of 1803 and 
1900 it is apparent that the population has 
made .great advances toward solidarity. 
The native inhabitants have increased by 
12,081,037, or '22.5 per cent, and the for- 
eign born "only 1.151,993, or 12.4 per cent. 
The increase of native inhabitants is 
greater than the entire foreign born popu- 
lation. Practically our native growth is 
constant, and immigration is merely a dis- 
turbing factor. 

The phrase. Irish- American or Genua n- 
Americnn, is more political than real. The 
foreign born citixon cannot forget his boy- 
hood home no more than the native of this 
country. These memories nre sacred its 
they ought to be. The play- grounds and 
pluy-fellows oF his youth are just as dear to 
him of the Fatherland ns to the children of 
this his ndopted country, and, as such 
should be respected, even if his language 
is yet broken, or if he readily falls into his 
native tongue in conversation. Washing- 
ton's inspector general, Sluber, was none 
the less an ardent patriot because he 
couldn't swear to a squad of awkward Con- 
tinentals only ai he did in three other and 
different languages thun English. 

The time was when the Irishmen was a 
big factor in constructingour railroads and 
canals; the Italian and other foreigners are 
doing this work today. All. and everyone 
of them nre producers and help to make 
this mighty country. Their habits und 
customs cannot be put aside at once, and it 
is noticenble that they gradully fall into 
methods of the country, and later demand 
all the privileges that they are entitled to 
under our laws. Practical experience lias 
proven thcin to be loyal its soldiers in both 
the civil nod Spanish-American wars. 
Very many of them, to our shame, .man 
our war vessels today and their record is 
good, as sailors. It may have been noticed 
that our government is soliciting enlist- 
ments for the navy from the middle and 
western states, and a training -station is 
about to he established on one of our "in- 
land lakes, with this view in mind, to man 
and equip our navy with native Americans. 

No doubt the late Schley inquiry will re- 
sult in u national blessing by reforming 
some of the errors, if not abuses, into which 
that department stems to have fallen, 

Those who know something of the prac- 
tical workings of our nary and army un- 
derstand that dieipliue is essential and must 
be maintained, but it is'ulso necessary that 
tho quality and education of the rank and 
file should be taken into account, and this 
is boiiis done too, by successful commanders 
of both branches of service who recognize 
this fact. The best efforts of the men itre 
brought in action when this princple is 
accepted and acted upon.

Six or eight men 
will push a train of four or five boats* 
and, ns there are two divisions In the 
tunnel, boats pass each other without 
difficulty.

Dr. Loeb delivered nn address nt tlie fourteenth annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Physiological Society and described a scries of experiments with which ho 
had been occupied. These were with the eggs of the lower murine nnlmnls, es- 
pecially those of the sen urchin, nnd the professor's paper was entitled, "The 
Prolongation of Life of Unfertilized Eggs of- the Sea Urchin by. Potassium 
Cyanide." 

Dr. Locb mninlnined that his experiments provo denth to bo caused by tho 
work of nn active ngent In the cells of the body nnd not by tho decay of the tis- 
sues. Ills object was to annul tbb activity of this ngent nnd he clnlms that ho 
was successful. Unfertilized eggs of the sen urchin were placed In a weak solu- 
tion of potassium cyanide nnd' abandoned for several dnyg. 

In ordinary condition ■ nn unfertilized egg dies In a few hours, destroyed by the 
dentb agents boru^wllh It. 'At tho end of- several days the eggs were ngnln exam- 
ined nnd were round to be still capnblo of fertilization aud of producing healthy 
nnlmnls. 

In explaining the results, Prof. Loeb snld thnt the "mortlferon3 processes" were 
due lo tbc actions of certain ferments of nn unknown nnture, whose destructive 
tendency wns counteracted by the potassium snlts.— Chicngo American.

The growlh lu the United States 
treasury fund Is unprecedented, nud Sec- 
retary Lymnn J, Ciagc confessed himself 
overwhelmed, and In-only (no glnd to sur- 
render tbc shovel to Leslie 51. Shaw of 
Iowa. 

Never before In the history of tho Unit- 
ed States hns n Secretary 'of Urn "Trens- 
ury been confronted with etich a problem 
qb Mr. Shnw must face, At a time when 
the other great countries of tho world 
nnd themselves at the end of their in- 
tellectual resources to dcvlso means for 
stopping the tremendous nnd constantly 
growing deficits, the United States actu- 
ally is at a Iosb how to dispose of Its 
enormous surplus, n quantity which is In- 
creasing In leaps ami bounds.

Now that tho holidays ara 
over business Interests aro 
settling dowo to a uciv year 
of promising activity. On every bMb con- 
fluence is felt that 1002 will witness a 
continuance pt'prosperlty. Interior trailo 
holds In largo volumo and merchants and, 
manufacturers, are prepared to moke a 
harder strugglo for export trade, realiz- 
ing that they need that bUKineafl unless 
they shall reduce a production, which now 
exceeds tlie'dcmauds of the home market. 
It Is too early In tho year to coinpard 
any results thus fur with' 1001. Figures 
of tinnlt clenrluga and railroad earnings 
for tho first .periods are being awaited 
with Intense Interest, What they may 
show In comparison with last year will 
.be regarded 11a aa Index of tho coming 
year's volume of business. 
'' The need for moro railroad cars Is crit- 
ical. With |afeo navigation closed for 
some time tho freight formerly transport- 
ed by water. is added to tho already over- 
taxed, steam roads. In no active Industry 
does this condition hamper so much as In 
tho Iron trade. When tho number of 
blast furnaces closed is greater than the 
number open, as it appears to be, sim- 
ply from a lack of coke, which the rail- 
roads cannot move because of car short- 
age, there Is manifested a graphic but 
unhappy Incident of prosperity. ThU 
situation provokes spirited criticism of 
tho railroad management by manufac- 
turers, Glacials of roads claim they aro 
using every resource to handle the traf- 
fic and aro permitting, tha use of freight 
cars which under less extraordinary dr- 
cumsthncea would be sent to repair shops. 
Good aa the demand for steel Is, tho dom- 
inant company la this Industry adheres 
to Its policy of not raising prices. Tho 
dullness usual at this season In Iron and 
steel Is evidently to bo postponed for 
some weeks, ■ 

Lake copper has been cut again, tho 
present price being '12% cents a pound. 
From the quoted prices before copper 
conditions became a problem this Is a 
drop of 4% cents. Independent com- 
panies hnvo kept Just below tho "trust" 
quotations, and conditions are thoroughly 
unsettled. Tho-repeated reductions have 
schooled consumers in buying from "hand 
to mouth."

Tho inquiries for real es- 
tate In Chicago point to nn 
improvement during tho 
year. ' Especially Is this Interest mani- 
fest In downtown property, tho futura 
of which Is assured, There arc certain 
questions of taxation which hare not 
been settled yet, and the purchaser of 
real cstnto docs not know yet precisely 
what burdens he may have to carry. Nev- 
ertheless, so vast Is the volume of money 
seeking investment that the real estate 
market surely will absorb a goodly por- 
tion of it. Thore aro no Indications that 
building activity will dcorcaso during the 
year. Plans for tha construction of more 
"skyscrapers" have been adopted or nro 
being discussed seriously, Tho long sus- 
pension of building operations prbr to 
last year gives an assurance that building 
will not bo overdone for some tlma to 
come. Therefore the men In tho building 
trades can be easy In mind as to tlu Im- 
mediate future. 

As regards cerenla, there wero few no- 
table changes in prices during tho week. 
Thn monthly government crop bulletin 
showed that tbo condition of wheat was 
better than the trade lind'becn led tp In- 
fer from reports coming from private 
sources. May wheat closed at S3'j4 ^cuts 
on Saturday and Muy corn at OVJi cents. 
With corn at this figure comparatively 
lit tlu of it will go abroad. 

Tho investment demand for stocks and 
bonds has lifted the prices of tho boat 
securities to fl point where they pomess 
little attractiveness to tho- ordinary In- 
vestor, Money holds firm at 5 per cent 
md la In good demand at all centers. *flio 
foreign exchange market shows that an- 
other gold, espovt movement Is not im- 
probable.
